Covent Garden Theatre. 


A new Drama, called The Serf, was produced at this Theatre last 
night. The plot turns principally on the revenge of Ossip, (Warde) 
(a Serf, whose wife has been torn from him, and died broken-hearted) 
against the son of his former tyrant, now his own master. This son 
is the Prince Vladimir, (Young ) in love with the Countess Olga, ( Miss 
Jarman) who, however, prefers his natural brother, Isidore, (C. Kem- 
ble) who has been her tutor in Italy. Ossip prevails on the Prince, 
who still helds the rights of vassalage over Isidore, to put him ina 
livery, and force him to wait as a page at the table where the Prin- 
cess is regaled. Stung to the quick by a repeated insult, and at length 
a blow, he rushes on Vladimir with a dagger, which Olga receives in 
herarm. No sacrifice but the hand of Olga will now appease the re- 
sentment of Vladimir ; and she, to prevent the death, and secure the li- 
berty of Isidore, at length grants it. Isidore, freed from his bondage, 
challenges and fights with his brother, when both are slain, a circum- 
stance which, with the despair of Olga, forms the catastrophe. This 
Play is truly of the German school ; it possesses many interesting si- 
tuations, which have also the additional interest of being new to the 
English stage. A Drama, of this kind, would, perhaps, have beea 
somewhat relieved by an admixture of Comedy, as the continued 
weight of the plot was the main bar to its entire power over the 
hearts of the spectators. ‘The language boasts of occasional brilliancy, 
though not of continued power : but, in naming its origin, we have ac- 
counted for the principal part of its faults. 

Of the acting we may speak in terms of unqualified praise ;—Mr. 
Young as the Prince Viadimir, marked with the nicest discrimination 
the gradual destruction of his nobler nature, by his own passion, and 
the promptings of a fiend :—while Mr. C. Kemble, as Isidore, was the 
embodied spirit of the lover and hero; his burst of feeling in his in 
terviews with the Countess Olga, and his death-scene, were specimen 
of his best and finest acting. Mr. Warde’s character of Ossip, named 
in mockery the Jester, (for it is only misery that can yield him any 
delight,) is, perhaps, the best in the Play, and Mr. Warde did it am- 
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ple justice’: it was perfeetly i in keeping with the play itself; Mr.Warde 
cannot play Lago, but this Iago-like character is within his power, and 
he gained, and deservedly, great applause. Miss Jarman as the Coun~ 
tess Olga, played occasionally very finely ; some of her scenes were ex- 
ceedingly powerful ; her performance of this part will increase her re- 
putation. The Tragedy was received throughout with great applause, 
and announced for repetition amidst universal approbation. 

Rumour has attributed this play to Lord Normandy, and Mr. 
Planché ; we profess our ignorance on the subject. The acting is so 
fine that it will doubtless prove attractive to a certain extent. A ra- 
ther ludierons discrepaney occurred at one period betwixt the language 
and scenery. Miss Jarman is made to point out the blue hills in the 
distance, and Mrs Vining to descant on the similarity of the scene to 
the Arno winding through flowery meads, while the real view con- 
sisted of hills glowing with the fervour of eastern moontide * and for 
meads we had a distant view of the City of Bagdad.—The Pantomime 
concluded.—The house was exceedingly full.
